The lure of the road with a 
good camping- outfit is strong within 
us, which accounts for the fact that 
during the past few years we have 
explored several states and parts of

"Finally, in talking

Kansas mud and gumbo, I've failed to 
discover it; however, in two days we 
covered the 400 miles to Kansas City, 
van., and then had 300 miles of good 
dirt and hard surface roads before we 
again ran into a heavy rain in west- 
ern Kansas.

Babson Park, Fla.,—Roger W. Bab- 


son. the statistician, returning to his 
winter quarters here, after a second 
tour of investigation through this sec- 
tion, issued the following statement of 
findings for the south. 


"I am convinced more than ever 


that it is only four o'clock in the 
morning' for the new South." eays Mr. 
Babson. 
"Although this section Is 


prosperous now, its real day of op- 
portunity is only beginning to dawn. 
The states of Florida. Alabama. Mis- 
sissippi, Georgia, Tennessee, and the 
Carolinas are on the threshold of a 
new era. 
"YVhat has happened m the 


\V«st during the past fifty years is 
about to take place In the South. In 
the past this Section has been handi- 
capped ,by northern prejudices , and 
being dependent almost entirely upon 
cotton has 'not progressed as it should. 
I do not mean by this to belittle an 
"Important crop, but any section de- 
pendent entirely upon one product is 
handicapped. Now, however, with In- 
dustrial developments already under 
way the South should gam by leaps 
and bounds. Almost every Southern 
state and city offers distinct oppor- 
tunities to men who are willing to 
work or Invest capital In this section. 


PROSPEROUS IN 1924 


"Current agricultural figures do not 


show up so well for these states as for 
those of the North, largely because of 
the boll weevil, but even so, if cotton 
continues to hold up in price even 


,j;4hese particular sections should pros- 


per In 1924. 
"Potatoes, an important c*op in 


Florida, figure 34 per 'cent less than 
last year. This less, however, Is more 
than offset by the advances in the 
value of the other agricultural pro- 
ducts of this state 
For Florida the

TOO FAB FROM COLLEGE 


The first two would be accessible by 


street car and would offer plenty of 
space for the parking of automobiles, 
but Dr. Plantz feels that they are too 
far from the college for the nien^ who 
Nave to go for practice. He said' that 
if the college could purchase a truck 
with which to do its own hauling of 
coal and other materials, tho same 
truck could be used to take the teams 
back and forth to the athletic field if 
It were 'in the outlying dlstrict- 


The president of the college ha.s not 


been told of the Packard ravine possi- 


bility. 
He said, however, that he 


doubted that it' could be made prac- 
tical unless a view of the field from 
the top of the surrounding- land could 
be cut oil. 


Dr Plantz spoke of tho ground in 


the Fourth ward which is across the 
river from the collegi?, 
but he felt 


that this was not the proper location 
because it can be reached by automo- 
bile onlya and not bv street car. 


RECALLS OLD PLAN 


In speaking o[ the necessity for a 


field, pr. Plantz recalled two former 
plans of. the colleE,'"1 which it carried 
out would have avoided the present 
situation. "When the college 
owned 


the land which is now Brokaw place, 
plans were well underway for placing 
the athleiic field there. One resident 
in that district objected so strenuously 
that the college sold the property and 
moved to its present location. 


He also spoke oi the plan that for- 


mer President Raymond had had of 
moving- the entire cnllpj;p to what is 
now Pierce park. 
At that time the 


college 
president 
and 
Humphrey 


Pierce negotiated to exchange tho col- 
lege location for the Pierce properly. 
The deal \vaa 
never made and 
the 


growth of the college since has made 
any thought of moving the 
college 


impractical.
